Priest brings news from Africa

missionary in the hinterland of 
Tanzania, Father Paul Ferrarone lives 
by his namesake’s maxim: ‘‘All that 
matters is that the Gospel is being 
proclaimed.”’ 


Last week Father Ferrarone was at 
Christ the King Church to describe how 
St. Paul’s words have come to life in his 
parish located in Bugisi. 


Christ the King parish adopted 
Father Ferrarone and his parish in 1985 
as a concrete response to the African 
famine, said Joe Stewart, president of 
the parish’s Peace and Justice 
Commission which presented the idea to 
the parish council. 

‘‘We were trying to formulate a 
parish response to the African famine,”’

he said. ‘‘We looked for something that. 
we could commit ourselves to on a long- 
term basis, and we thought of this 
parish-to-parish sponsorship. Maryknoll 
seemed to be a perfect vehicle.”’ 


Bill Ferrarone, a parishioner and 
Peace and Justice Commission member, 
told the commission that his brother had 
recently been assigned to Tanzania, and 
within months Christ the King began 
sending money and supplies to Father 
Ferrarone. 


According to Sister Louise 
McDonald, CSJ, pastoral associate at 
Christ the King, five percent of 


collections from the first Sunday of each 
month goes to Bugisi. In addition, the 
parish has donated school supplies, 
garden tools and soccer balls. 

The parish and Father Ferrarone 
have corresponded regularly, but his 
visit May 3 and 4 gave Christ the King 


parishioners an opportunity to hear the 
Maryknoller describe his parish. 

He said it consists of approximately 
20 villages in a 250-square-mile region 
near Lake Victoria, which also engulfs 
Kenya and Uganda on the northern 
Tanzania border. 

“In general, the church in Tanzania 
is traditional in terms of its structure,” 
Father Ferrarone said in an interview 
with the Southern Cross. ‘‘But the parishes 
are different than those in the United 
States. Tanzania is completely rural. 
The people are farmers or shepherds 
who live way out in the bush.’’ 

Each parish has a central location 
with a church and the pastor’s living 
quarters. Since the villagers live miles 
from the church, each village has its own 
“‘kigango’’ or worshipping place where 
the priest celebrates Masses and 
administers the sacraments.

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Not just a 
job, but an 
adventure

MIRA MESA — The country’s largest 
archdiocese has not escaped the shortage 
of Catholic priests. 

However, the U.S. Catholic 
Archdiocese for the Military Services, 
established in 1983 and based in Silver 
Spring, Md., has begun an organized 
effort to ‘‘recruit the recruits’ as 
chaplains: 

According to Auxiliary Bishop Francis 
X. Roque, approximately two million 
servicemen. and their families belong to 
the archdiocese. Yet, less than 1,000 
Catholic priests serve as full-time military 
chaplains. 

Bishop Roque, one of four auxiliary 
bishops who assist Archbishop Joseph 
Ryan in the archdiocese, was in San 
Diego last week to administer the 
Sacrament of Confirmation to members 
of Airman Memorial Chapel at the Naval 
Air Station. He also was main celebrant 
at a May 4 jubilee Mass for Father Victor 
E. Bertrand, a chaplain at NAS. 

“Many young men serving. in the 
military have found religious. vocations,’’ 
said the bishop, who served as an Army 
chaplain for 13 years before being 
elevated to the episcopacy in May 1983. 

The archdiocese — in conjunction with 
other dioceses — began a program two 
years ago of cosponsoring servicemen 
interested in entering the seminary. The 
soldier would enter a diocesan seminary 
and study for that diocese, ‘‘but with the 
guarantee that he come back to the 
military’? for a predetermined period of 
time, said Bishop Roque. 

‘‘We have at least 200 prospective 
(seminarians) in the picture,’’ he added. 

The armed forces, Bishop Roque 
believes, is a fertile field for potential 
priests because the two vocations have 
much in common. ‘‘During World War 
II literally thousands of servicemen 
became priests,’’ he continued. 

““There are a lot of things about the 
military that lead to a religious vocation 

There is a certain closeness to a 
chaplain. He goes to work with the 
soldiers every day;’’ he said. 

“The life is one of sacrifice, in a way a 
spiritual life,’’ Bishop Roque said. A 
soldier, like most priests, must give up the 
domestic comforts and often performs 
““corporal works of mercy.’’

Local immigrants take first step toward amnesty

SAN DIEGO — With the assistance of the diocesan 
legalization project, two undocumented families received 
temporary residence status from the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service last week. 

Maria Elena Verdugo, legalization project coordinator, 
said the first family had its applications processed May 6, 
the second day the INS was accepting the forms. 


The INS has set a fee of $185 per person, with a 
maximum of $420 dollars per family, to process 
applications for legalization under the immigration law 


passed by Congress last October. The law allows persons 
who have resided illegally in the United States since Jan. 
1, 1982, to apply for legalization. 

Because many applicants do not have this amount in 
cash, Catholic Community Services would like to 
establish ‘‘a revolving loan fund for clients who can’t pay 
the INS fee initially,’’ said Father Regin, CCS executive 
director. CCS is administering the diocesan legalization 
project. 

CCS hopes to raise $50,000 to $75,000 through 
contributions to a loan fund, Father Regin said. 

Amnesty. seekers who lack the INS fee could be 
provided with an interest-free loan from this fund, he 


CCS has established a three-tierred fee structure for its 
assistance in the application process, Father Regin said. 

Working poor pay the lowest fee. Those who earn up to 
125 percent of the poverty level are charged less than 
those earning over 125 percent of the poverty level. The 
poverty index is about $1,300 a month for a family of 
four, he added. 

Maximum fees charged by CCS are $85 per person and 
$270 per family. This fee includes a charge for the 
fingerprints and photographs required by the INS. 

Father Regin also said CCS has opened a fourth

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Pastor finds 
popular media

CORONADO — Msgr. John Portman has given new 
life to an old story — the prodigal son. 

This parable inspired him to create “‘Claire De Lune,”’ 
a short fictional piece about the relationship between two 
fathers and their sons. 

Franciscan Communications purchased the rights to 
the story and produced a 14-minute film, ‘“My Son, My 
Son,’’ which recently aired on Channel 51. 

Minor adaptations were made in content, but the script 
retains 80 percent of Msgr. Portman’s original dialogue, 
the pastor of Sacred Heart Church, Coronado, explained. 

The story is replete with symbols of life and death in the 
interaction between the fathers and sons. 

The first father George, played by Ray Stricklyn, is a 
widower and violinist. He enjoys a close relationship with 
his son Ray who, in some ways, is a reflection of him. 
George taught him to play the violin. He shows paternal 
pride in Ray’s recently acquired music degree by giving 
him a violin. The harmony between the pair is 
highlighted when they play a duo which George arranged 
for the occasion. 

Soon afterward, Ray blurts out the news that destroys 
them both: 

“TI am gay. I have AIDS. I am dying.”’ 

“You are already dead. You are no son of mine!’’ 

Ray leaves his father and dies alone. George endures a 
psychological death, shown when he stops playing the 
violin. Wearing dark glasses symbolizes the blindness to 
his son’s need for acceptance. 

The focus then shifts to the second. father Walter, 
played by Michael Fairman, who parallels the character 
of George. In his story the author describes Walter’s 
mood as he listens to George’s story: 

““... ut seemed as uf the sun had set and darkness had descended 
because he had stepped into a heart drenched in mourning and 
melancholy. ”’ 

George becomes an interested observer of this father 
and his son Greg. One day he overhears their 
conversation in a restaurant; it sounds like a playback: 

“T love you Dad and I want to be totally honest with you. Dad, 
I am gay.”’ 

With rage in his eyes, the father announces that dinner 
is over. Then he hears George play the violin. 

“His face relaxed. He leaned across the table, took his son’s 
hands into his own and with an emotion-filled voice said, ‘Greg, I 
.. want you to know and remember always two things; you are my 
son and I love you.’ 

Thus, George’s influence saves the father from a 
mistake similar to his. In so doing, he shows repentance 
for rejecting his son and recovers a semblance of the life 
he once enjoyed. 

The story is not about AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome) or homosexuality, Msgr. Portman 
said. It is about relationships and unconditional love, to 
which Christ calls his followers: ‘‘This is my 
commandment: that you love one another as I have loved 
you”’ (John 15:12). 

Putting conditions on one’s love — loving them only 
when they meet certain standards — weakens the bond

between individuals. It destroyed the relationship 
between George and his son. 

In contrast, ‘‘the second father in the film approaches 
unconditional love,’’ the author explained. He resembles 
the father of the prodigal who showed unconditional love 
by forgiving his son and celebrating his return. This 
parable illustrates how God loves his people, he added. 


Origin of the story 


“Claire de Lune’’ was generated from some of the 
priest’s ideas and observations. 

It is rooted in the close relationship he had with his 
father, a physician. Introducing his seminarian son as 
“‘the cardinal’? was one way he showed pride in his 
vocation. However, he did not live to see him ordained. 

The story is the offspring of Msgr. Portman’s 
absorbing interest in the parable of the prodigal son. 

It grew out of another story, ‘‘The Elder Brother,”’ a 
fictitious narrative he wrote last winter for a homily. 

The author describes the elder brother’s anger toward 
the . prodigal son and confusion over his father’s 
forgiveness. The brother could not comprehend his 
father’s explanation: 

“Son, you are always with me, and all that is mine is yours. It 
was fitting to make merry and be glad, for this brother was dead, 
and 1s alive; he was lost and is found.’’ 

Later in the story, the author places the elder brother at 
the crucifixion scene where he hears Dismas, the good 
thief, asking Jesus to remember him in his kingdom. The 
response: 

My son, you are with me always, and all I have is yours.’? 

And the elder brother wept. 

““Claire de Lune,”’ one of a dozen short stories written 
by Msgr. Portman, has a San Francisco setting. He said 
that while vacationing there, he was saddened at the sight 
of a well-dressed panhandler playing the harmonica. He 
was to become the prototype of the character George. 

Back in Coronado, the pastor reflected on this beggar, 
on ‘‘The Elder Brother’’ and the prodigal son. He sat 
down at his typewriter, and in two hours these images 
merged into ‘‘Claire de Lune.”’

He gave a copy to Carol Borunda, parish director of 
catechetical ministry who suggested he send it to 
Franciscan Communications. ‘‘I was stunned when the 
producer called’’ to say the story would be filmed, said 
Msgr. Portman, who has had no formal education in 
professional writing. 


Reaction to the film 


Dressed in its new visual format, the story is reaching 
an ever-widening audience. 

The author said the film left Air Force chaplains in 
Phoenix speechless. 

“It underscores the Christian approach of compassion 
and support toward those with AIDS, said Father 
Michael McKay, director of campus ministry at the 
University of San Diego. He has shown it to students and 


_ faculty members as part of a seminar on AIDS education. 


Some viewers got a clear message of ‘‘their obligation 
to family members and friends who are homosexual or 
who have AIDS.’’ Others were sensitized to the suffering 
caused by the epidemic, he added. 

Sister Mary Jo Anderson, CHS, saw ‘‘My Son, My 
”? at a gathering in the Coronado rectory. ‘‘It 
emphasizes the importance of loving relationships, 
regardless of the barriers that social stigmas can place on 
them,’’ she said. Sister Anderson is vice president of 
community relations at Mercy Hospital. 

The film will soon deliver its message with even more 
force. Franciscan Communications is developing a 
discussion booklet to help viewers in church and school 
groups assimilate its full meaning. 

Borunda believes it can ‘‘help people grow in realizing 
their call to be reconciled and reach out to one another.”’ 

‘“‘T hope it enables fathers and sons to express and 
experience their love for each other,’’ Msgr. Portman 
said. 

The full impact of the film can never be measured. The 
author agreed that it might inspire others to express the 
same theme, perhaps through different media, and thus 
add new dimensions to the life-giving parable of the 
prodigal son.

Witness for defense 


Rose Mary Dallman’s letter in your May 1 issue made 
me very sad.

Who but Michael 
Tuck would have the courage to point out that ‘‘they”’ 
threw the book at Mayor Hedgecock for campaign errors, 
but ‘‘they’”’ dismissed all charges against Chief of Police 
Bill Kolendar when he was throwing out traffic tickets, 
left and right? 

Michael Tuck names the people whom we call “‘they.”’ 
The local justice department certainly chooses selective 
prosecution. If you aré in the ‘‘old boys’’ club you can get 
away with almost anything. 


Michael Tuck isn’t afraid to go after city councilmen, 
members of the Board of Education, the Board of 
Supervisors, or even the Port District. He’s the best thing 
that has happened recently to local politics. 

But when it comes to morality, it’s another matter. 
He’s probably a Christian, but there isn’t enough 
evidence in his perspectives to convict him of that. 


He stands squarely for middle-aged, male, WASP 
morality. He wants things to be decent, practical and 
SCE ° 

He’s for abortion on demand, because that protects 
women’s rights. It also protects the male partner to the 
pregnancy, and lets the man off scot-free. But Michael is 
for women’s rights. 


Tuck is also for birth control clinics in the high schools. 
When the bishop recently led the fight to prevent these 
clinics, Michael Tuck was indignant that we had ‘‘put the 
children right in the middle.’? He didn’t blame the 


planned parenthood types who initiated the idea. We got 
blamed for opposing it! 

Most recently, Michael is supporting ‘‘animal rights,’’ 
about as ridiculous a position as a thinking man can take. 
Surely, thé experiments on animals that help human life 
must be done without undue cruelty, but we are not 
vegetarians, at least most of us aren’t. 

What makes this so unusual, however, is that Tuck 
criticized the pope a few weeks ago when the Vatican 
issued its thought-provoking letter on human bio-ethics. 

Is Michael Tuck saying it’s wrong to experirnent with 
animal life, but perfectly all right to fool around with 
human life? 

Tuck hadn’t read the Vatican document, just the news 
reports on it. He missed the nuances, the technical 
phrases, and the careful way it was produced. It doesn’t 
even claim to be the last word on the subject. But Michael 
was against it. Curious, isn’t it? 

Michael Tuck frequently pontificates in a way'no pope 


or bishop would dare imitate. His awareness of his own a) & 


personal infallibility is immense. I have never heard him 
correct himself or apologize. He is never wrong. If you 
don’t believe it, ask him! 

But continue to watch his late night perspectives. They 
are usually right on the ball and they are always good for a 
shot of late night adrenalin.

ALCALA PARK — Msgr. Thomas F. 
Byrne, pastor of St. Francis parish in 
Vista, will retire Aug. 1. 


Msgr. Byrne has been pastor of the - 


fourth largest parish in the Diocese of San 
Diego for more than seven years. During 
his tenure, he has been active in both 
parish and community affairs. 

He founded a St. Vincent de Paul 
Society at the parish. The group dispenses 
food, clothing and shoes to about 600 
families a month, he said. 

He also supervised the building of a 
new 2,400-square-foot parish hall, and 
installed air conditioning in and fully 
carpeted the church. 

One of his first actions after he became 
pastor was to petition the Vista City 
Council to install a traffic light in front of 
the church on West Vista Way. A 
Oceanside woman was killed on this street 
the year before his arrival at the North 
County parish, he said. 

Msgr. Byrne spearheaded a drive to get 
semi-nude male dancers removed from a 
nearby bowling alley. 

He has been an active member of the 
Christian Voters League (CVL), an 
Escondido-based grass roots organization 
whose goal is to return America to a 
Christian consensus. 

CVL was instrumental in pressuring a 


local cable company to remove the 
Playboy Channel from its pay channel 
offerings, he said. 


The group’s initial efforts to oust the 
adult entertainment channel through a 
ballot initiative was unsuccesful, Msgr. 
Byrne said. 


Then CVL changed its strategy and 
challenged the cable company’s right to 
use public utilities to disseminate 
pornographic material. This attack and 
increasing cancellations led to the

office helps applicants

BRAWLEY — The Imperial Valley 
regional office of the diocesan legalization 
program is working to help some 15 
persons who are undergoing deportation 
proceedings by the Immigration and 
Naturalization Services complete their 
applications for legalization under the 
new immigration law. 

Francisco Marquez, office director, 
said the Imperial Valley office submitted 
two applications to the INS for processing 
during the first week that forms were 


accepted. 
However, neither was approved 
because both lacked required 


documentation, he said, adding that one 
applicant needed proof of a medical 
examination. 

The Imperial Valley office is 
temporarily located on North 8th St. in 
Brawley while a lease is arranged for the 
office’s permanent site in E] Centro. 

Marquez said more than 600 persons 
have pre-registered for the legalization

program at the six Imperial Valley parish 
sites working with the plan. 

Most of those who have pre-registered 
are agricultural workers, he said. The 
INS will not begin processing their 
applications until June 1. 

Only two counselors, Marquez and 
Adrian Verdugo, staff the Imperial 
Valley legalization office. Legalization 
clerk Rosaria Verdugo assists them. 

Despite the small staff, Marquez feels 
the office will be able to assist those who 
have pre-registered for the legalization 
program. 

“‘We pre-screen applicants. If they 
don’t fit the guidelines of the immigration 
law, we refer them elsewhere, like 
Neighborhood House, where there are 
lawyers available,’? Marquez said. 

Maria Elena Flores, site coordinator at 
Our Lady of Guadalupe parish in 
Calexico, said only 30 people have pre- 
registered for the legalization program at 
her parish. 

Many of these persons lacked correct 
information about the immigration law, 
Flores said. One man came~ from

Born in Ballylinan, Leix, Ireland in 
1916, Msgr. Byrne completed his 
seminary studies there. He attended Our 
Lady’s Novitiate in Limerick, the Oblate 
House of Philosophy in Dublin and the 
Oblate House of Theology in Kilkenny. 

He was ordained on June 9, 1946, in 
St. Mary Cathedral in Kilkenny. 

Following ordination, he served as a 
missionary in three Australian cities, 
Fremantle, Melbourne and Sydney. 

While in Australia he learned several 
languages including French, German, 
Spanish and Croatian. 

Originally he had planned to go to the 
Soviet Union as a missionary, When 
Stalin died, ‘‘communism was supposed 
to end there,’’ he explained. ; 

When this did not occur, he decided in 
1959 to come to the Diocese of San Diego, 
which was then considered a missionary 
area, he added. 

He served as assistant pastor at seven 
diocesan parishes before being named 
pastor of St. Anthony Church in San 
Bernardino in 1973. 

He was pastor of Our Lady of Mount 
Carmel in San Ysidro from 1976 until 
1980, when he was named to his present 
post. 

Msgr. Byrne plans to take a long 
vacation in Ireland following his 
retirement.

regional center to help persons complete 
their legalization applications. 

The new CCS legalization office is 
located in the Padre Serra Center on 
National Avenue, Father Regin said. The 
office will serve persons living in the 
South Bay and downtown. 

Other offices are located in the CCS 
Refugee Resettlement Office on Mission 
Gorge Place in San Diego, in Escondido 
and in El Centro. 

These regional offices will. contact 
persons who have pre-registered at any 
one of the 28 parish locations that are 
working with the legalization program. 

First to be called will be those persons 
who are under deportation proceedings or 
were arrested by the INS before May 5 of 
this year. Their applications must be 
processed in the first 30 days, Verdugo 
explained.

Work of ‘Knit-Pickers’ warms 
homeless people in winter

CORONADO — This time of year, 
thoughts turn to air conditioners and 
clothing that promises to keep Southern 
Californians cool. 

But some women are more concerned 
about keeping people warm — next win- 
ter. They are knitting stocking caps and 
‘‘body-warmers’’ for homeless people. 

Meet the ‘‘Knit-Pickers,’’ so called 
because they pick up pieces of yarn at 
meeting places for the clothing they will 
make. 

Elaine Silver, who calls’ herself a 
compulsive knitter, organized the group 
over a year ago. She had moved here 
from Phoenix, where she saw homeless 
people, some of them families, living in 
boxes. 

As a former member of the Arizona 
State Board of Psychologist Examiners, 
she gained insight into the plight of 
mentally ill people whose complaints she 
handled. 

Soon after moving to Coronado, she 
was drenched by a winter rain that caused 
her to ask, ‘‘What do people do who have 
no shelter?”’ 

At that time, Silver recalled hearing 
that over 80 percent of one’s body heat is 
lost through the top of the head. Knitting 
stocking caps seemed the obvious 
remedy. 

She put on her own organizing cap, 
and within weeks the first group of Knit- 
Pickers was making colorful caps and 
scarfs. 

Silver asked personnel at the Jewish 
Community Center in East San Diego for 
volunteers, a meeting room and 
assistance in obtaining yarn. Last 
summer seven women began gathering 
there twice a month to pick up remnants 
of yarn for the clothing they would create. 
Silver supplies the patterns. 

According to the leader, it’s more fun 
than work. The women socialize, knit for 
as long as they wish, and take their 
project horne to complete. ‘“There is no 
structure, pressure or dues. We do 
everything at our own pace,”’ said Silver, 
whose knitting needles have been clicking 
for 40 years. 

Last Christmas, the women delivered 
about 200 stocking caps and 30 scarfs to 
the people standing in the breakfast line 
by the St. Vincent de Paul Thrift Store. 

News of the Knit-Pickers soon spread. 
Katie Aaron, a parishioner of Sacred 


Heart Church and employee at Coronado 
Hospital, heard of the group and asked 
Silver to organize a group there. 

She offered a room at the hospital 
where a dozen women have been knitting 
and purling since last fall. They pick some 
of their yarn from a supply donated by 
Coronado churches — a result of Aaron’s 
advertising in local church bulletins. 

Jean Hampton, a minister of 
hospitality at Sacred Heart Church, read 
about the project in the Coronado Journal. 
Being a Knit-Picker is a perfect way to 
watch television, she said. ‘‘It’s relaxing 
and takes so little effort.’ 

Women in both groups now knit 
‘*body-warmers.’’ This garment 
resembles a sleeveless sweater except for 
its high neck which functions as a scarf. 
The stitch used gives a stretchable quality 
to this winter-wear, so that anybody can 
be comfortable in one of three sizes, 
Hampton explained. 

The clothing is given to Vicky 
Richardson, director of volunteer services 
at Catholic Community Services. She 


receives the knitted treasures in plastic 


garbage bags from Hampton and Silver. 

Richardson said that recipients 
consider the clothing a godsend. She has 
sent the garments to several CCS 
departments, including the House of 
Rachel, Rachel Women’s Center, the 
Refugee Resettlement Office, and to the 
men’s and women’s shelters in Imperial 
Valley. 

Silver hopes to deliver 100 body- 
warmers to CCS for use next winter. 

The Knit-Pickers complete most of the 
work in their homes. Silver sometimes 
produces a body-warmer in two days. 
‘‘One woman walked into a meeting with 
10 caps,’’ she said. 

Silver would like to see groups of Knit- 
Pickers multiply throughout San Diego 
County. She will help organize the groups 
and supply patterns for the clothing. 

She also welcomes monetary donations 
and four-ply acrylic yarn of any color. 
Any part of a skein can be used, she said. 

Yarn can be sent to the Knit-Pickers, Jewish 
Community Center, 4079 54th St., San Diego, 
CA.

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Bishops urge 
compassionate 
gay ministry 


RALEIGH, N.C. — Bishops John F. 
Donoghue of Charlotte and F. Joseph 
Gossman of Raleigh have said ministry to 
homosexuals must be compassionate but 
faithful to church teaching. 

“Our ministry must reach out to 
homosexual people and still maintain fi- 
delity to our own tradition and position,’ 
Bishop Gossman told The North Carolina 
Catholic, newspaper for the two dioceses. 


Bishop Donoghue said the church must 
be compassionate to the sinner without 
condoning the sin. He said he supports 
such groups as Stepping Stones, a 
Charlotte Catholic group formed last 
December for homosexuals who are 
trying to change their lifestyle. 

Trinitarian Sister Frances Sheridan, 
director of Catholic Social Services in the 
Diocese of Charlotte and a counselor on 
homosexuality, is facilitator for the 


group. 
It ‘‘grew from some individuals who 
had grown tired in their gay lifestyle or 


felt convicted by the Lord to leave,’’ the 
. nun said.

Bishops Donoghue and Gossman said 
they do not want to be associated with 
Dignity, a national organization of

The Raleigh Diocese intends to begin 
efforts for ministry ‘‘independent of 
Dignity,’’ Bishop Gossman said. 


Several U.S. bishops, in the wake of a 
Vatican letter on homosexuality to the 
world’s bishops last October, issued 
orders barring local chapters of Dignity 
from further use of Catholic facilitites for 
liturgies or meetings. 

Bishop Gossman said he has asked his 
vicar general, Msgr. James McSweeney, 
to head a task force to recommend ways to 
minister to homosexuals.

School clinic debate is 
dominated by statistics

ALCALA PARK — Statistics on the 
teen pregnancy rate were bandied about 
by eight panelists during a debate on 
school-based: Health clinics last week at 
USD. 

Former mayor Roger Hedgecock, host 
of a KSDO radio talk show, moderated 
the discussion entitled ‘‘Sex Clinics on 
Campus: Yes or No?’’ More than 100 
people attended the two-hour debate May 
4. 

The event was organized as part of a 
class project by graduate students in the 
USD School of Education, division of 
counseling. The students were assigned 
the task of organizing a public forum on 
school-based health clinics. 


Mary Meehan, program chairwoman, 
said she and her classmates chose to narrow 
the focus of the debate to the most contro- 
versial aspect of school-based clinics, the 
disbursement of contraceptives. 

“‘The subject is a controversy we can 
expect to deal with as high school 
counselors,’’ Meehan said. 


‘Panelists who spoke in favor of the 


clinics were Thomas Payzant, 
superintendant of the San Diego Unified 
School District; Dr. Jacqueline 


Parthemore, chief of staff at Veterans 
Administration Hospital and professor of 
medicine at UCSD School of Medicine; 
Father Robert Kress, associate professor 
of religious studies at USD, and Lance 
Clem, education projects coordinator for 
the San Diego AIDS Project. 
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Panelists opposed were Dale Larson, 
member of the task force on school-based 
clinics for San Diego City Schools; Dr. 
Jobn Alexander, clinical instructor at 
UCSD School of Medicine; Father 
Douglas Regin, executive director of 
Catholic Community Services, and Joan 
Patton, organizer of the Coalition for 
Family Values. 

The debate consisted of a three-minute 
summary by each panelist, followed by 
questions from Hedgecock and members 
of the audience. 

Hedgecock began the discussion by 
citing statistical data on teen-age 
pregnancies. Half of all teen-agers in the 
United States have had sexual relations 
by age 17, he said. Forty percent of 
14-year-old girls will be pregnant by age 
19. 

Last year the San Diego Unified School 
District set up a task force to look at the 
problem of teen pregnancy and other 
health matters, he said. The group was 
charged with determining the need for 
school-based health clinics. 

Proponents of these clinics cited 
decreased teen pregnancy rates in cities 
that have such facilities, Hedgecock said. 
Opponents charged that pregnancy rates 
increased after schools opened such 
clinics. 

Last July, the district decided not to set 
up the clinics. Opponents said city schools 
backed down due to strong community 
opposition, including Bishop Leo T. 
Maheyr’s call for a three-day boycott of 
public schools. :

‘‘My communication has become 
more channeled to individuals in 
SDAP”’ and other support eo, he 
‘said.

Bishop issues call for justice in Latin America 


LA JOLLA — Bishop Leo T. Maher 
said last week that the development of 
economic and social justice is the key to 
the future of Latin America. 

On May 5, Bishop Maher chaired a 
discussion entitled ‘“The Future Role of 
the Churches in Latin America.”’ 

The session was part of a four-day 
symposium sponsored by the Institute of 
the Americas at UCSD. 

Others involved in the May 5 round 
table included Bishop Emilio Berlie of 
Tijuana; Archbishop Marcos McGrath of 
Panama, Bishop Ramon Ovidio Perez of 
Coro, Venezuela, and Rabbi Angel 
Kreiman of Santiago, Chile. 

‘The problem with the basic subject 
under discussion is that it is so vast and 
complex, there is a tendency for 
oversimplification,’’ Bishop Maher said. 


‘‘This is a dangerous thing, because every 
neighborhood, every area, every country 
in Latin America has its own, unique set 
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of problems. And for the church to be 
effective, it needs to accept each of these 
cultures for what they are, and find the 
best way to meet their particular needs.”’ 

If there is one common strain linking 
the region, it is a need for social justice, 
Bishop Maher said. 

‘‘For peace to be achieved in Central 
America, a measure of justice has to be 
guaranteed,’’ the bishop said. ‘“The 
absence of this justice is the main cause of 
the cruel conflicts that exist in these 
countries.”’ 

Bishop Maher cited the economic 
injustice exemplified by the poverty that 
exists in the area; political injustice that is 
practiced by. many self-serving 
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politicians, and the many social injustices 
these climates foster. 

He said the Catholic Church of the 
United States, as well as the U.S. 
government, should do what they can to 
rebuild the region. 

“‘The struggle of Latin America is a 
battle for the construction of a new society 
and a new economy,”’ Bishop Maher 
said. ‘‘As Christians, we must affirm the 
essential equality of all people to 
participate in the ‘banquet of life.’ As 


Pope John Paul said at the United 
Nations, ‘Ours should be the struggle for 
the essential equality of all people, so they 
can live fully off the resources granted 
them by providence, with no one getting 
unjustly rich by depriving others simply ,, 
because he has more capital, better 


technology and greater military 
power.’ ”’ 
Bishop Maher encouraged the 


American church, and all Americans, to 
re-establish justice in Central America.

WASHINGTON — The National 
Association of Catholic School Teachers 
has told the U.S. bishops they must “‘put 
their own house in order’’ before they can 
ask employers to heed their pastoral letter 
on the economy. 

Accusing church leaders of unfair labor 
practices and of frustrating teachers’ 
“legitimate wishes’’ for representation, 
the Philadelphia-based organization told 
the bishops that ‘‘serious questions can be

The teachers’ group made 
comments in a statement, called ‘‘In 
Pursuit of Justice: A Call for the 
Implementation of the Economic 
Pastoral,’’ which was sent to each bishop 
in mid-April. 

Retired Bishop George Speltz of St. 
Cloud, Minn., who was a member of the 
drafting committee for the pastoral, said 
in a telephone interview May 7 he had not 
yet read the statement but said the issue 
was ‘“‘discussed at length’’ during the 
writing of the pastoral.

“‘T felt the pastoral did respond to it,”’ 
he said. On the issue of wages, he said, 
“It’s my feeling that if we are to respond 
to it as Catholic teachers are asking it will 
require a very definite increase in giving 
on the part of our Catholic people.”’

of stewardship’’ to meet the need, he said, 
adding that also needed is ‘‘justice in the 
form of federal or state support for schools 
like the voucher system or tuition tax 
credits.”’

Joining the two bishops at the head of 
the line was Benedictine Sister Mary 
Lou Kownacki, executive director of 
Pax Christi USA. She was also arrested. 

At Mass Sister Kownacki read a 
message from retired Bishop Maurice 
Dingman of Des Moines, Iowa,

The arrest of the bishops marked the 
second time in history that any U.S.

Pope expresses thanks

VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul 
II expressed thanks for Catholics who 
have contributed, often ‘‘in silence and 
anonymity,’’ to help meet the rising costs 
of church missionary efforts. The pope 
said the costs of educating seminarians, 
priests and Religious had shown 
particular increases throughout the 
world. He told officials of the church’s 
mission aid societies May 8 that thanks to 
their ‘‘zeal’’ in promoting contributions, 
the needs have been met “‘in a satisfactory 
way.’

Will pope 
visit Lech 
in Poland? 


VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul 
II plans to visit three Baltic shipping 
centers, including the birthplace of the 
Solidarity trade union movement, 
Gdansk, during his June 8-14 trip to 
Poland, the Vatican announced May 6. 

But two of the most important events 
expected during the trip — a visit to the 
tomb of Father Jerzy Popieluszko, 
murdered by Polish security officers, and 
an encounter with former Solidarity 
leader Lech Walesa — were not included 
in the schedule released at the Vatican. 
Polish church sources had said earlier the 
events would be allowed by the 
authorities, but not as part of the official 
program. 

The pope is to meet in Warsaw with 
Polish leaders, including Gen. Wojciech 
Jaruzelski, whose communist government 
outlawed the ey movement in 
1981. 

The pope’s third visit to his homeland 
coincides with a national eucharistic 
congress. He is scheduled to open and 
close the congress with Masses in Warsaw 
on the first and last days of the trip. He 
also plans to lead a eucharistic procession 
through the streets of Warsaw shortly 
before returning to Rome. 

On June 11, the pope’s itinerary takes 
him to the northern port cities of 
Szczecin, Gdynia and Gdansk. All were 
Solidarity strongholds and are still 
considered centers of opposition to the 
government. 

At Gdansk, site of the 1980 shipyard 
strike and subsequent labor accords which 
gave birth to the independent trade union 
movement, the pope is scheduled to 
celebrate Mass June 12. 

In Tarnow, the pope is to beatify a 
16-year-old girl, Karolina Kozka, who 
was killed in 1914 while resisting 
attempted rape by a Russian soldier.

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Does church need another Bishop Sheen?

As a child growing up in Ohio in the 
50s, Bernard Bonnot was a fan of Jackie 
Gleason and ‘‘The Honeymooners.’’ But 
he also remembers leaving kick-the-can 
games to race inside to watch the latest 
program hosted by Bishop Fulton J. 
Sheen, the Catholic Church’s main 
representative on television. 

Three decades later and now a priest, 
Father Bonnot has been named president 


and chief executive officer of the Catholic _ 


Telecommunications Network of 
America (CTNA), a multimillion-dollar 
enterprise involving TV and _ radio 
programming, satellite communications, 
teleconference. and electronic mail. 

A priest of the Youngstown, Ohio, 
diocese, Father Bonnot has been a pastor, 
assistant school superintendent, and 
director of planning, communications 
and adult spirituality. Ironically, those 
responsibilities mean that Father Bonnot 
didn’t get much time to watch TV, the 
field in which he now finds himself totally 
involved. But he does bring to his new 
post a wide background in education, 
spirituality and media, qualities he will no 
doubt find essential in heading CTNA. 

‘I believe very strongly,’’ he told me 
in a recent interview, ‘‘in what the 
Second Vatican Council and the 
American bishops have affirmed: that we 
must use modern technology to carry on 
the work of Jesus. That’s particularly true 
in the U.S. It’s inconceivable that the 
church can function effectively without a 
strong ability to use telecommunications. 
CTNA is one way to respond to that.”’ 

Declining to be more specific about his 
plans since he had just arrived at CTNA’s 
offices in New York, Father Bonnot did 
affirm the need ‘‘to multiply 
opportunities for talent to develop and get 
a following.”’ 

Echoing some who say that CTNA 
needs ‘‘another Bishop Sheen’’ in order 
to attract an audience, Father Bonnot 
said, ‘‘T'V is personality oriented. That’s 
true of the news or entertainment or even 


sports, with the commentators. To the. 


extent that Bishop Sheen was someone 
people could relate to, he reflected the

“‘The Bakker affair has had a mixed 
impact on CTNA,”’ Father Bonnot 
explained. ‘‘It has highlighted the 
significance of the electronic dimension of 
religious life in the U.S. That’s a plus; 
people are more aware. On the negative 
side, the nature of the event is 
discrediting and discouraging, and 
contributes to the doubts over 
communications. The credibility of 
televised religious programming has been 
questioned.”’ 

What keeps CT'NA above the fray, he 
continued, is its ‘‘firm location in an 
accountable church structure. The abuses 
need to be guarded against, and because 
CTNA is accountable, it is perceived 
positively.’’ 


To critics who charge that television is 
too ephemeral to convey religious 
messages, Father Bonnot responds: 
‘‘When dealing with people, there is 
always the question of their readiness to 
receive the word of God. So, in the large 
audience, there will always be some who 
are ready. But those not looking for 
conversion need reinforcement, a 
continuing affirmation of their values. 
TV can support those religious and 
ethical values, and sustain those persons 
through its daily presence. A_ specific 
program may not be all that important to 
an individual, but TV is a constant in 
their lives and the message can effect 
them.’ 


Saying that ‘‘the contribution of 
communications to the life of the church 
is more recognized today,’’ Father 
Bonnot expressed appreciation to 
Catholics who have supported CTNA

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Fall laity synod will lack lay voters 


‘It is a synod of bishops. I cannot change it to a synod of laity,’ says archbishop

VATICAN CITY — The October 
world Synod of Bishops will discuss. the 
role of the laity in the church and the 
world, yet no lay person will be a voting 
member at the synod. 

In the United States, Canada and 
Western Europe, the ordination of 
women is a major topic for many lay 

people, yet the issue probably will not 
receive much attention. 

While at first glance these situations 
may seem ironic or an indication of 
church insensitivity, they are normal 
under the rules and regulations of the 
synod. 

Under canon law, the overwhelming 
number of voting delegates to the synod 
must be chosen from bishops. Canon law 
also allows for the selection of several 
priests who are officials of religious 
orders. 

“Tt is a synod of bishops. I cannot 
change it into a synod of laity or a general 
assembly of the people of God,’’ said 
Archbishop Jan Schotte, synod secretary 
general, at an April press conference on 
the upcoming synod. 

_ Although ordination of women is a hot 
topic, technically it does not fall under the 
1987 theme: ‘“The Vocation and Mission 
gf the Laity in the Church and in the 
World 20 Years After the Second Vatican 
Council.’’ : 

Pope John Paul II and Vatican and 
synod officials have been explicit in 
saying that the role of the laity is 
restricted to non-ordained ministries. 

The working document for the synod, 
sent to the world’s bishops in April, 
mentions discussion of ordained ministry

VATICAN CITY — The Vatican 
questionnaire on the laity for the 
October world Synod of Bishops 
received a_ greater percentage of 
responses from the developed Western 
nations than from the rest of the world. 

The answers were used by synod 
officials in preparing the synod 
working document sent to the world’s 
bishops at the end of April. 

Bishops’ conferences in the United 
States, Canada and all the countries of 
Western Europe answered. 

In contrast, 52 percent of the Asian 
bishops’ conferences answered, 61 
percent from Africa, 30 percent from 
Central America, 66 percent from 
South America and 44 percent from 
Eastern Europe.

Payzant said that in other cities with 

such clinics, 80 percent of the visits were 
for other than sex-related services. 
«. Larson noted that although data show 
that students may seek other than family 
planning services from these school 
clinics, all students must fill out a form 
which contains questions about their sex 
lives. 

“‘We need to stop unwanted 
pregnancies,’’ Payzant said. ‘‘The fastest 
rise in the pregnancy increase is among 
whites. The poorest families in the United 
States are single women with children.”’ 

In 1982, there were 1 million teen 
pregnancies, Larson said. Some 400,000 
of these ended in abortion. Of the more 
than half-million teens who carried their 
pregnancies to term, 265,000 of them 
were married when they gave birth. 

Payzant said parental consent would be 
required before students could receive 
services in school-based clinics. 

Father Regin questioned whether the 
school system could enforce the parental 
consent requirement. California state law 
requires that some services, such as 

sbortion, be made available to teens 
without parental consent, he said. 

Parthemore said public schools need to 
provide a better sex education program 
for adolescents, the stage at which youth 
ware developing a value system. Many 
factors affecting adolescent development 
today did not exist 50 years ago, she 
added, noting the decline of the family 
and the influence of the mass media. 

Father Regin said school-based health 
clinics would be inappropriate because 
ttendance at public elementary and 
secondary schools is not a voluntary 
association as it is at the college level. 
Youth attending public schools are a 
‘captive audience.”’ 


Despite what proponents say, a 


-“tecessary ingredient of these clinics would 
be sex-related health services, Father 
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Regin said. 

“It is extensively documented that 
access to contraceptives does not increase 
teen-age sexual activity,’’ Parthemore 
said. 

Sex education in the public schools is 
“nothing more than an instruction on 
how not to get pregnant and how to use 
contraceptives,’’ said Alexander, who 
said he is a former Mormon bishop. 

““We’re - seeing a change in values, 
brought on by a terrible disease (AIDS). 
Maybe there will be a return to moral 
values. I advocate abstinence,’’ 
Alexander said. 

“The United States is a pluralistic 
nation,’’ Father Kress said. Many 
religions exist in this country. ‘‘There is 
no established state religion. All religions 
are equal and welcome.”’ 

Although there is no official state 
religion, Protestant values were taught in 
public schools until the 1960s. ‘‘Now 
public schools teach secular humanist 
values,’’ he said. 

““The church has not stood in simple 
opposition to these health clinics,’’ Father 
Regin said. ‘‘We’re not oblivious to the 
problem’’ of teen-age pregnancies. 

He noted that, nationwide, the church 
provides services to assist pregnant teens. 
Locally, Catholic Community Services 
has a number of programs, including 
maternal/child services, to help these 
young women, he said. 

Clem said he advocated establishing 
the health clinics not to prevent 
pregnancy but to prevent AIDS. 

““To stop AIDS, you need to start with 
sexually active people,’’ he said. 


““We do not have an epidemic of teen 
pregancies,’’ Patton said. The statistics 
have remained the same. 

The teen pregnancy rate for girls ages 
15 to 19 peaked in 1957, she said. 
Although the rate jumped in 1972, 
legalized abortion caused the number of 
births to drop.

have the same ability in personnel, 
experts, money, instruments of com- 
munication among themselves and 
possibilities to travel as we have here in 
the Western world,’’ said the 
archbishop, a Belgian. 

‘‘We have universities with experts 
who can produce studies and surveys. 
Other churches do not have these 
possibilities,’ he added. 

Although some churches lack these 
capabilities, ‘‘this does not mean that 
their responses are less interesting 
from the ecclesial viewpoint,’’ said 
Archbishop Schotte. 

The poorer churches are often 
‘“‘young, dynamic churches”’ and their 
answers show a deep feeling for 
ecclesial issues, he said. 

In all, 80 responses from a possible 
142 were received in time to be used in 
preparing the working document. - 

This is a 56 percent response that 
adequately reflects the situation of the 
universal church, said Archbishop 
Schotte. 

Most of the questionnaires were sent 
to national and regional bishops’ 
conferences. The rest were sent to 
Eastern-rite bishops’ groups, the 
Roman Curia and the Union of 
Superiors General, an organization of 
the heads of male religious orders.

The vast majority of the bishops’ 
conferences answering a Vatican 


questionnaire on main issues to be 
discussed at the synod did not mention 
the ordination of women. 

““Few spoke of this in their answers,”’ 


said Archbishop Schotte, the person 


responsible for compiling the answers. 

“‘Maybe many bishops realized that a 
synod on the laity is not the place to 
discuss all the problems of the church,”’’ 
he said. 

This does not mean that the role of 
women in the church will not be 
discussed. But Archbishop Schotte and 
the working document frame the question 
within the tasks specifically assigned to 
the laity and the need to assure that there 
is no discrimination between men and 
women in these lay roles. 

Individual bishops, however, can still 
raise the issue of female priests during 
synod debates if they wish. Right now, 
though, indications are that if this 
happens, it will not produce an in-depth 
discussion of the issue. 

Even if it did, the synod — on its own 
authority — cannot resolve the issue. 

“It is the role of the Synod of Bishops 
to discuss the questions on their agenda 
and to express their desires about them 
but not to resolve them or to issue decrees 
about them,’’ says canon law. 

Canon law allows the pope to give 
“deliberative powers’’ to a world Synod 
of Bishops, but this has not happened. 

The norm has been for popes to use 
synod suggestions as the basis for their 
own documents on the issues discussed. 

Basically, the synod is a sounding 
board for advising the pope, who under 
canon law is empowered to choose the 
theme, determine the specific topics on 
the agenda and have the final say 
regarding synod suggestions.
